In an answer to a number of quer- J 
ies made to him from a number of 
counties in Oklahoma in regard as to 
whether the 
county 
commissioners 
have the right to raise or lower lev­ 
ies or assessm ents for their counties. 
Attorney General W est 
holds 
in 
a 
written opinion to the county attor­ 
ney of Ardmore, a copy of which has 
been received by County Clerk Cur­ 
ran of Tulsa, that the commissioners 
have the power to raise or lower tax 
assessm ents in individual cases, but 
not in the aggregate, or for an entire 
class of commodities, as this power is 
vested only in the state equalization 
board. 
The attorney general advises that 
fhe county commissioners may, when 
an individual tax payer so petitions 
raise or lower fhe individual assess 
ment, and that the tax payer has the 
right of appeal, no m atter which was 
the commissioners decide. 
In concluding, the attorney-general 
state that there has been much con­ 
fusion about this law; that a number 
of prominent lawyers differ as to its 
interpretation, and that it would be 
advisable to get the m atter in the 
courts to be threshed out there.

INTERESTING DISCOVERT 


NEIR TOWN OF FRINCIS 


For some time past Dr. Brady of 
this place has been making excava­ 
tions at a point one and one-half 
miles of town on L. C. Oliver’s place. 
it has been generally known that the 
doctor found some interesting remains 
of early Spanish occupancy, but (of 
certain reasons, he had 
said 
little 
about the m atter, and the public had 
come to believe that the discoveries 
were of no particular value. 
The doctor is now ready to tell the 
public what he has found and furn­ 
ishes the following description for the 
Wigwam: 


Guided by surface Indications, the 
top of the ground was stripped to a 
depth of several feet and a funnel- 
shaped opening found, about 20 feet 
in diameter. 
This opening had been 
cut out of the solid rock by means of 
sharp tools, which left the walls per­ 
fectly smooth. The opening gradually 
narrowed down to a tunnel 16 feet in 
diameter, going straight down for a 
short distance 
and 
then 
running 
down at an angle of 45 degrees for 
180 feet. At a distance 
of 
33 
feet 
from the top a box, 7 feet long, l l 
inches wide and 41 inches deep was 
found. The box was made of some 
kind of concrete and was empty. 70 
feet farther down the pictures of a 
coffin, an anchor and a sword were 


cut in the circular wall. Near these 
pictures was another box sim ilar to 
the first in construction, but in the 
form of a hollow cube, 33 inches in 
dimension. This box like the first w as 
empty. 


Working their awy to the end of the 
tunnel, the doctor aud his assistant 
found imbedded in rock a third con­ 
crete box. 6 feet long and three feet 
*ide 
This box was tightly closed 
cmd is evidently a coffin. Owing to 
the difficulty of breathing and work­ 
ing at so great a depth, the explor­ 
ers left the last box as they found it* 
but the doctor intends to make anoth­ 
er descent into the tunnel in the fu­ 
rore, and at that time he will try to 
•orc/ an opening into the box o r 
coffin

tunnel was d u g with such care and 
Precision by those ancient stonecut­ 
ters— Francis Wigwam.

Does Ada want the Frisco 
shops? 
Can she get them? In a general way 
both questions can be answered 
at­ 
li rrnatively, but there are some im­ 
portant details that must be consider­ 
ed in connection with the matter. In 
the first place, what would the shops 
be worth to Ada, and what would the 
town be willing to pay for them? In 
the next place, how should we go aft­ 
er the shops if we want them? 
Yesterday the News 
was 
talking 
with a citizen 'who spent a good por­ 
tion of his life on the railroad, and 
who is one of the best informed men 
of the town on the subject. Accord­ 
ing to his opinion the population of 
the town could easily be increased 3,- 
(KM) b ythe location of the shops and 
division at Ada. The shop men, the 
office force and road crews and their 
families would of course make up a 
good share of the number. When the 
matter was 
properly 
presented 
to 
them quite a number of the train op­ 
eratives 'would move their families to 
Ada from Sherman and Sapulpa. Then 
the increase in the volume of busi­ 
ness w’ould add greatly to the num­ 
ber of establishments 
and business 
men. So much for the addition to the 
population. 
At Francis the pay roll, we are told 
is about $25,000 per month. With the 
enlarged shops and increased number 
of train men living here, 
the 
roll 
would be almost doubled. 
In other 
words, Ada would get at least half a 
million dollars annually from the pay 
roll of the road. 
Now is that worth 
going after? 
tin the next place, what should be 
done? It will be remembered that at 
one time negotiations with 
the offi­ 
cials of the road 
were 
proceeding 
most satisfactorily, when the water 
supply was exhausted, and 
revealed 
the fact that Ada was in no condi­ 
tion to invite the divisipn 
at 
that 
time. Now\ however, that the obstacle 
has been removed, and that we will 
have enough water to run half a doz­ 
en roads, there is no reason to delay 
taking up the matter, and none why 
the effort should not meet with suc­ 
cess. 
It is not likely that the rail­ 
road will make the first move. The 
officials will -wait until Ada signifies 
her desire to do something, and then 
they will 
talk 
business. 
In 
these 
times railroads as a matter of good 
business sense try to make the sur­ 
roundings 
of 
their 
employes 
as 
pleasant and advantageous as 
pos­ 
sible. It should be shown to the prop­ 
er parties that Ada not only offers a 
healthful and desirable location, but 
that with its superior educational ad­ 
vantages, it offers more than any oth­ 
er place to the men who have chil­ 
dren to educate. This with the social 
advantages offered by a town the size 
of Ada, would be worth considering. 
It is urged that the short division 
from Sherman 
to Ada 
would 
add 
greatly to the cost of operation. The 
ex-railroad man with whom the re­ 
porter talked, figures that by coming 
to Ada one switching crew could be 
dispensed with, the engine that works 
Francis being able to handle all the 
business here, the short division in 
itself making it possible for the locals 
to take up the material for the ce­ 
ment plant at the quarry, and with 
the increased business the town could 
give the road the cost of operation 
would be increased little if any. 
How badly does Ada want the shops 
and division? Of course the town 
must offer some inducement to the 
roa'd to move here. Part of this must 
be grounds for the shops and yards. 
Then while about it a piece of ground 
must be purchased for sale to the op­ 
eratives. To induce them to move to 
Ada .the lots could be sold at cost, 
for the city Would In time reap ad­ 
vantages in other ways sufficient to 
compensate for any slight loss in this 
particular. Then the city could agree 
to furnish free water for a certain 
number of years, and 
in 
addition 
might give some cash bonus to pay 
for the moving of the machinery and 
erection of new buildings. 
These 
matters, however 
.are 
details 
that 
could be worked out later. Of course 
the 
strongest 
inducement 
of 
all 
would be a contract by the business 
men of the town 
to throw’ their 
freighting to the Frisco. They could 
turn many thousand? of dollars to 
•: the road which now goes to other 
I roads, and a dollar looks as good to 
j a railroad as it does to an individual 
I in humbler wralks of life. 
It is the idea of the informant of 
the News that negotiations should be 
taken up with President Winchell di­ 
rest. 
He is a man fully alive to the 
interests of the road, and does not 
I bother much with red tape. 
At all events it will cost the town 
I little to try and lf a failure is made 
we are no worse off than now. 


SECOND GRIND JOUT 


CONVENED IT DUBIN! 
A BLOOD MEDICINE 
FOR YOUNG OR OLO 


Durant, Okla., 
Aug. 
19.—Durant’s 
second grand jury in the last two 
days was empaneled Friday afternoon 
by District Judge Ferguson, and Sat­ 
urday an investigation of the recent 
burning of a negro’s body 
will 
be 
started. The first jury, which was em­ 
paneled Thursday morning, failed to 
report soon enough to 
suit 
Judge 
Ferguson, and he dismissed thirteen 
of its members. 
The jury which 
was 
called 
by 
Judge Ferguson immediately after the 
negro’s body was burned, examined 
more than forty witnesses in the day 
it was in session, but professed to 
find no evidence on which a true bill 
could be found. 
Judge Ferguson, believing the mem­ 
bers were not doing their duty, dis­ 
charged thirteen of them, and thirteen 
others were selected Friday. 
IPublic sentiment in Durant and Bry 
an county generally appears to be 
against the work the investigating 
body is attempting, and it is rumored 
that most of the witnesses examined 
have “forgotten” many of the circum­ 
stances connected with the negro’s 
fate. 
Conditions at Caddo, whence all ne­ 
groes are ordered to depart by sun­ 
set Saturday, are said to be quiet Fri­ 
day night, and though a few of the 
blacks have failed to make any prep­ 
arations to leave, officers say they be­ 
lieve there will be no demonstration 
against them by the whites. 
Printed circulars were 
posted 
in 
Caddo warning the blacks to lease the 
town by Saturday night. 
After an attack on Mrs. 
Reddem 
Campbell by a negro at her home, five 
miles from here. Saturday afternoon, 
a posse made up of more than •»h4> 
officers and citizens started in pur­ 
suit of the man. He was shot to death 
by the pursuers and his body was 
carried hack to the woman s home, 
where she identified him as her as­ 
sailant. The body then was burned. 
Mrs. Campbell died In a hospital a’ 
Sherman, Texas, the next day from 
bullet wounds inflicted by the negro, 
and the people in this county were 
on the verge of rising against the 
negroes.

PEONE WU MHF! 
SULE OF CITY LOTS 


'When the twelve business build­ 
ings on East Main street, the nine 
business buildings on 12th street and 
the four business buildings on Town­ 
send avenue are built, there will still 
remain several short of being as many 
as are usual to a five thousand pop­ 
ulation city. The prospering town of 
Holdenville with scarcely more than 
half the population of Ada has about 
one-third more brick business build­ 
ings than Ada and there is at pres­ 
ent being constructed in Holdenville 
about $40,000 
worth 
of 
additional 
brick buildings. 
The cities of Altus, Ardmore, Bart­ 
lesville, -Hugo, 
Chickasha, 
Lawton, 
Okmulgee, Sapulpa, all of which are 
near the Ada class, 
some 
a 
little 
smaller, some slightly larger, without 
exception possesses more brick busi­ 
ness construction than Ada and rang­ 
ing from one-third more to five times 
as many. 
Who is it that is knocking the Ada 
brick building growth? It is not the 
laborer, mechanic or contractor, for 
the 
Ada building 
program 
means 
their 
continuous 
employment 
for 
many months at a wage of which they 
are master. It could not be the lumb­ 
er dealers, hotel 
keepers, 
tinners, 
plumbers, or hardware men for all 
will be beneficiaries of the building 
movement. 
The Ada merchants could not be 
counted among the knockers, for 90 
per cent of them are tenants paying 
$50 to $100 a month rent and any 
rental adjustments at all possible fol­ 
lowing could not effect them adverse­ 
ly, and assuredly no Ada merchant 
would object to further building to 
freeze out additional competition! 
Ut is not the leading Main street 
land lords, those who own the cen­ 
tral business property of Ada, who 
are knocking the East Main street 
and townsend avenue and 12th street 
improvements ;for they consider that 
their property is in a town of conse­ 
quence and not in a one block, one 
street village. 
It is reported that there are those 
who will vote against ratifying the 
sale ofvthe city lots next Monday, on 
which it is proposed to construct bus­ 
iness buildings along with a block 
of others to he erected. There will of 
course he some votes against Ada’s 
building progress, hut it is safe to 
wrager that those "h o cast the dis­ 
senting ballots, will as a rule, do so 
noiselessly.
